Happily this most important phase of the 
question is gaining more and more attention from the 
people at large. | 
Sooner or later the federal government.will be 
obliged to recognize the fact -hat the laborer is 
worthy of his hire, even though he carries on under 
governmental auspices. Considering the pays for 
services, not only expert, but extraordinary in their! 
demands, ‘the high character of the chiefs in ihe var- 
iols divisions is remarkable. There is no denying 
that in many government offices there are small men 
to whom the $4,500 and $5,000 salaries they re- 
ceive represent a considerable excess payment for 
the services ‘which they give. But withou: fear o 
contradiction, it can be said that the number of $5000 
men who are giving $25,000 service outnumbers the 
inferior ones.- The whole situation is unfortunate.

You may have been accustomed 

to dissolving the soda in the sour 
milk. When this is done, 
always formed as the soda comes 
in contact with the acid. We use 
soda in our waffies because we 
want that gas to leaven or lighten 
the batter. If you stir the Soda in- 
to the sour milk before you add it 
to the other ingredients, most of 

1the gas passes off into the air and 
is lost. For that reason the better 
method is to put the soda with the 
other dry ingredients so that any 
gas formed will remain in the bat- 
ter and make the waffles light. 

Baking Is Important 
Much of your success in making 

waffles will depend upon the bak- 
ing and that is one thing you must 
learn by experience. One test 
which tells whether the iron is hot 
enough is to spill a little water up- 
on it, and if it spits and sputters, 
the iron is hot enough. Asa rule, 
however, you must bake one waffle 
to try out your iron. If you use an 
aluminum griddle, it is not neces- 
sary to grease it, thus avoiding the 
disagreeable smoke. In baking, al- 
ways heat the iron after one waffle 
is done vefore another is added, for 
it must be hot to. make crisp waf-

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DEAF CAN HEAR 
IN NEW THEATRE || 


Impaired Hearing Now No 
Bar to Enjoyment of Theatre 
Guild’s Plays as Handicap 
Is Overcome 


One of the first hardships encoun- 
tered by the hard of hearing. has al- 
ways been the loss of social entertain- 
ment such as the theatre. Impaired 
hearing has more and more forced the 
individual to lead a somewhat solitary 
life, cut off from the arts and recrea- 
tions of music and the drama. The 
first definite and lasting step to restore 
the theatre to the hard of hearing has 
been made by the Theatre Guild in 
the new Guild Theatre in New York 
through the use of vacuum tube am- 
plifiers. 

Twelve seats in an excellent part of |. 
the orchestra are equipped for the 
benefit of individuals whose hearing is 
impaired. They have only to apply 
for seats in this section, obtain small 
ear receivers at the box office, and 
connect the ear receivers with incon- 
spicuous boxes on the rear of the row 
of seats next in front. The system 
cmployed is an adaptation of the Pub- 
lic Address System, made available by 
the Western Electric Company, whose 
engineers installed it. 

Two microphones at the front of 
the stage pick up every sound; and 
the sounds are amplified my means of 
vacuum tubes under the stage. The 
magnified sounds are conveyed by 
wires to the special seats, where they 
reach the earphones of the hard of 
hearing theatregoers. 

One of the striking facts about the 
system is that it is so thoroughly in- 
conspicuous, The ear receivers are 
small and light without a headband, 
and they rieed not be connected at all 
until the lights have dimmed and the 
play begun, Thus the persons of im- 
paired hearing are, to all intents and 
purposes, exactly on a par wth *h_ 
rest of the audience. 

The new Guild Theatre opened last 
year with Shaw’s play “Caesar and 
Cleopatra.” It has since sheltered 
Shaw’s “Arms and the Man,” and now 
“The Glass Slipper,” by Molnar. 
These plays have all been recognized 
as more than passing entertainment, 
and they are representative of the
